3. fifpate President and the sloops of wiu 
Hornet and Peacock, ona cruise, returne 
od this morning: into port By her we 
Jearn that une Hornet, Capt. Biddle, rat- 
cd 18 and mounting 20 guns, captured 
and sunk after a short engagement in the 
Indian seas, the British sloop of war Pen- 
guin, rated 18 and mounting 21 guns.— 
The Cap'ain of the Penguin was killed 
in the action. ——Zlhe Hornet heard of 
the Peace on the 27th of Apri. The 
day after the action the Hornet fell in 
with and spoke the Peacock, Capt. War- 
rington. 

Arrived at qua: antine this morning, the 
Tom Bowline, Captain Carlton, trom a 
cruit The Tom Bowline sailed from 
this port on the 13th of January, in com- 
pany with the late frigate President and 
sloops of war Hornet and Peacock, and 
private armed merchant brig Macedoni- 
an, and parted company with the Hornet 
on the third day out & did not fall in with 
her again until the 24th of March, off the 
Island of ‘Pristian de Cunha. When 
they first made her she had in company 
the British sloop of war Penguin, her 
prize, and apprehending the Peaccck & 
Tom Bowline were British cruizers, she 
scuttied her. The following are the par- 
ticulars of the action lurnished by Licu:. 
Brownlow of the Morines, belouying to 
the Hornet, who tas in charge the colors 
of the Penguin & dispatches for govern- 
ment. On the 23d of March, off the Ll- 
[and of Tristian de Cunha, the Tlornet, 
Capt. Biddle, rated 18 and mounting, 20 
j guns, (eighteen 32-pound carronades and 
(2 loug 12’s) fell in with his majesty's 
sloop of war Penguin, rated 18 and 
mounting 21 guns, (eighteen 32-pound 
ca ronzdes, 2 long 12's, one 12ib carron- 
ade on the forcastle, und 2 brass swivels 
in her tops,) with a crew of 158 men, and 
after an action of twenty two minutes, 
succeeded im capturing her, with the loss 
on board the Hornet of only 1 man kill- 
led and 11 wounded. ‘The loss on board 
ithe Penguin was seventeen killed, in- 
[cluding the Capt. and Boatswain, and 28 
wounded. 

Licut. Brownlow informs us that about 
a minute after the Penguin struck to the 
Lloret, and the action had ceased, a shot 
was fired [rom the Penguin, which woun- 
tded Capt. Biddle severely in the neck, 
but fiom which wound he was fast reco- 
vering. Fhe Penguin was much shat- 
tered, having 33 round shot in her hull, 
her foremast shot away 4 feet above 
vieck, and boweprit close to the night 
heads. The Hornet came off with the 
toss of her. spanker boom, carried away 
by a round shot, ind several grape in her 
aulk During the engagement Lieut. 
Connor of the Iloruet was wounded in 


the hand and ih safe thigh, and in 
that situation remained’on deck till the 
battle was over, repeatedly refusing to 
be carried below, The day af'erthe ac- 
tien the Fom Bowline in company with 
Poacoch fell in with the Hornet and then 
put into the Islond of Tristian de Cunha, 
on the Brazils, where they remained 20 
days, and then made a cartel of the Tom 
Powline and sent her with tbe prisoners 
w St. Salvador, where they were landed. 
lefove the Tom Boweline left Tristian 
de Cunha, Capt. Biddle had nearly reco- 
vered of his wound so as to be consider- 
ed out of danger. The Hornet spoke a 
neutral vessel two or three days before 
the actian, who informed of the peace, 
but Capt. Biddle did not believe it. The 
‘Vow Bowline did not hear of the peace, 
until she arrived at St. Salvador. The 
brig Macedonian, which sailed from this 
| port ia company with the Tom Bowline, 
touched at ‘Pristian de Cunha, and then 
proceeded.on her voyage to the East In- 
dies. Left at St. Salvador, the private 
armed brig True Blooded Yankee, 
bound to the Isle of France, and the 
privateer Blakely, Williams, of Boston, 
hound to the Havanna. Spoke on the 
26th, in lat. 36, long. 69, the brig 
Trumbull, Hardy, from Bath for Man- 
'anzies.

FROM QOBBET'I'S WEEKLY REGISTER OF

TO THE EARL OF LIVERPOOL, 


ON THE PART WHICH 
AMBRICA IS LIKELY TO TAKE IN A WAR 
BHTWEEN 
FRANCE & ENGLAND. 
My Lerd, 

From several parts of America I 
have received thanks for my letters to 
your Lordship on the subject of the A- 
merican war. The people in America 
think, or, at least, many of them think, 
that those letters had great weight in 
producing the peace of Ghent, that which 
you and+our colleagues never adopted 
any measure more wisenor in better time, 
Yet, you have never thanked ine for my 
advice. You, to whom the Peace was 
much more necessary than to Mr. Mapi- 
son, have never acknowledged your obli- 
gations to me-—you have appeared to be 
sulky about all, though I taught you so 
exactly what to do, in order te avoid the 
grcat evils which were coming upon you 
from all quarters. T'he consequences of 
the American war were feretold by me 
nearly two years before the war began. 
I told you that you would have war if you 
persevered in seizing men on board of 
American ships on the high seas. You 
did persevere, and you had war. Itold 
you that the Americans would beat you 
in fighting if you continued the war for 
two years. You continued the war, and 
they did beat you. Itold you that you 
would never have peace if you demanded 
any concession from America, You in- 
sisted on great concessions on her part 
as a sine qua non of peace; and, after 
three months more, you made peace by 
giving up every thing, not excepting the 
aine qua nonicself. In short, you expend- 
cd fifty millions of money, and Jost, 1 dare 
say, thirty thousand men, in accomplish- 
ing nothing, except crealing a navy in 
America, causing her manufactures to 
flourish, and implanting in the hearts of 
Americans, for ages, a hatred of the En- 
glish government, 

I remind you of these things, in order 
to bespcak your attention on the present 
subject. Ishall here deal in prophecies 
again; and shall not be at ail afraid of 
provinz, in the cnd, not to have been a 
false prophet. You appear to me now to 
be ina very fair way of adding another 
six hundred millions to our debt, and of 
bringing the guinea up to forty shillings, 
instead of twenty eight shillings, at which 
point itis now arrived. I wish to pre- 
vent this; and, if I do not succeed, I 
shall, at any rate, havc these pages to re- 
fer io, when the mischief has taken place, 
and when few besides mysclf will be able 
to say that they did allin their power to 
prevent it. 

I am of opinion, that France alone is 
now, as She was in 1793, more than a 
match for the coalition against her. But, 
Iam further of opinion, that, before the 
war against her be "six months old, you 
find America taking a fart in it, unles: 
you absolutely abstain from every thing 
that can be construed into a violation of 
neutral maritime rights. 

War, or peace, with America, will de- 
pend upon the opinions of the /icofe in 
that country. The people there are re- 
ally & truly represented in the Congress. 
There are no vile sham elections in the 
U.States. That which the people wills 
will be done. The Americans are a sen- 
sible people; they all read from a press 
which is really free; they discuss all po- 
litical matters freely. They love peace; 
they would prefer peace, they would 
make some sacrifices to peace; but they 
will never hesitate a moment in prefer- 
ring war to slavery or dependence, 

Now, then, what is likely to be the 
view which the Americans will take of 
the present scene ìn Europe? And what 
are likely to be their feelings with regard 
to what is passing in this quarter of the 
world? Itis very.easy for our cor;upt 
press to persuade the alarmed & selfish 
part of England that it is necessary to 
plunge the country into war, in order to 
root out the prescut government of 
France. Butit will not be so easy for a- 
ny body to" persuade the American pco- 
ple that such an undertaking is just.— 
They will see the matter in its true light. 
They will sce that. Napoleón has been 
replaced at the head of the people of 
France; they will see that hé has had 
the wisdom and virtue to “abandon his 
ambitious projects, they will see that he 
has voluntarily confined himself. within 
the ancient limits of France ; they will 
see that he has tendered the olive branci 
to all surrounding tations; they will sce 
that he has means to conduct. solely-for 
the “independence of France; (hey will 
sce that he has returned, as nearly as 
circumstances will permit, to the prin- 
ciples of 1789; the people see that he b'as 
provided for the people being really re: 


hresented in the ‘aio ro 3 they will 


see that there is tagjb.no religióus'per- 
secution, and:no predominant church in 
France; they will’ $ed that, tho French 
people have derived great: benefits from 
the: Revolution, & that now all these be: 
nefits are to be confirmed. to them; in 
France they will:sce a ree people, and 


in Napoleon they will see s¥e-4oldict of 
/recdom, LN 

On the other hand, they will ask what 
right England, or any other power, can 
have to interfere in the internal affairs of 
France; they will ask why England 
should not treat with him now as well as 
at Amiens ; why not treat with him as 
well as with the DirectoryatLille, They 
will ask why England sheuld refuse to 
treat. with. him from whom she received 
the Islands of Ceylon & Trínidad. They 
will ask what can be the read object, the 
ultimate object, of a coalition” bf those 
powers who were assembled at^Vienna, 
and who were disposing of States at their 
pleasure, xd 

The Americans have seen the Repube 
iic of Genoa given to the King of Sardis 
nia; they have 'scen Poland parcelled out 
between Prussia, Russift, sd duris 
they have scen the flect of Dénmark tae 
ken away; they have seen the people of 
the Republic of Holland sunk into the 
subjects of a King; they have seen the 
Republic of Venice transferred to the 
Emperor of Austria; they have seen the 
Pope replaced with the Jesuits at his 
heels; they have scen, that, in Spaing 
where a free constitution had been forme 
ed by men who had been fighting on our 
side, the King has been brought back $ 
that he has destroycd this constitution 5 
that he has treated the makers of it as 
traitors; that he has re-established the 
inquisition which Napoleon had abolish= & 
eu; that when two of the alledged trai» 
tors took shelter in Gibraltar, they were 
given up totheir hunters, and that when 
complaint of this was made in our Pare 
liament, the reply was, that “we had no 
right to interfere in, the domestic affairs 
of Shain.” The Americans will asks 
why this principle is not applied to the 
domestic affuirs ef France? "They will 
ask, not for vile, foul-mouthed abuse of 
Napoleon aud the French people ; but 
lor some froof of our right to interfere 
against him. 

Having seen all these things; having 
scen what we and out allies have been at 
in every part of Europe ; having seen; 
that the people of France is the only peoe 
ple in Europe living under a government 
approaching towards a resemblance te 
their own, they will want very little to 
assist them in. forming a correct opinion 
as to the real object of the war against 
France, if such war should now, without 
provocation on the part of France, be ree 
solved on. 

It appears to me, therefore, that the 
American people will, at lcast, feel great 
interest in this war—much greater than 
they felt in the last war; & that as they 
have just laid down their arms, after a 
contest in defence oftheir maritime rights 
they will the moment they hear of this 
war, prepare again for that defence. Ae 
merica, in all likelihood, will again be 
the only neutral nation. There will be 
no Milan and Berlin Decrees to give & 
pretence for Orders in Council, Sothat; 
if we trench upon her rights, her ground 
of war will be cleared of all confusions 
She will stand; upon her indisputable 
rights; and, if she be left in the full and. 
free enjoyment of ber advantages ‘as & 
neutral power, she will carry on threee 
fourths of the commerce of the world.— 
Our cruizers may keep at'sea, but it will 
be only to witness the increase of her 
mercantile marihe, and all the proofs of 
her wonderful prosperity. France will 
receive all that she wants from foreigm 
countries by American ships. America 
will supply her with colónial produce, & 
with certain articlesof manufacture. The' 
latter will, thro' the same channel, find an 
outlet for much of her abundant produce. 
These two countries will pecorhd idol 
more closely connected than evér, & wa 
should come out of the wár:shórt of our 
means, while the méans ofall- sorts of.

U.S. Stoop Hornet, 
Of Tristian d’Acunha, 
Mar:h 25, 1815. 
SIR, 

I have the honor to inform you, that 
on the morning of the 23d inst. at. half 
past ten, when about to anchor, off tho- 
north:end of the Island of Tristian d'A« 
cunha, a sail was seen to the southward 
and eastward, ste@ring to the westward, 
the wind fresh from the S. S. W. Ina 
few minutes she had passed on to the: 
westward so that we could not see her for 
the land. Iimmediately made sail to the. 
westward, and shortly after getting sight 
of her again, perceived her to bcar up 
before the wind. I hove too for him to 
come down to us. When she had ape 
proached near, I filled the maintopsail 
and continued vo yaw the ship, while she 
continued to come down; wearing occae 
sionally te prevent her passing under our 
stern. At 1 40 P. M. being nearly withe 
in musket shot distance, she hauled her 
wind on the starboard tack, hoisted Enge 
lish colors and fired a gun. We imme- 
diately lufied too, hoisted our ensign, & 
gave the enemy a broadside. The acti» 
on being thus commenced, a quick and 
well directed fire was kept up from this 
ship, the enemy gradually drifting neare 
er tous, when at 1 55 he bore up. appae 
rently to run us on board. As soon as I 
perceived he would certainly fall on 
board, I called the boarders so às tà be 


ready to tepel any attempt to board us. « 


At the instant every officer and man ree 
paired to the quarter deck, where the two 
vessels were coming in contact, and ca- 
gerly pressed me to permit them to board 
the encmy ; but this I would not permit, 
asit was evident from the commencee 
ment of the action that our fire was greate 
ly superior both in quickness and in efe 
fect. The enemy’s bowsprit came in bee 
tween our main and mizen rigging, on 
our starboard side, affording him an ope 
portunity to board us, if such was his dee 
sign, but no attempt was made.
